MARSHAL  OF  THE  COURT:  The  International 
Military  Tribima]  for  the  Far  East  is  in  session  and 
is  ready  to  hear  any  ratter  broupht  before  it. 

THE  PFESIDENT:  Before  assembling  here  today, 
the  Momters  of  the  Tribunal  signed  a  joint  affirmation 
to  administer  justice  according  to  lav;,  without  fear, 
favor  or  affection. 

V/e  fully  appreciate  the  great  responsibility 
resting  upon  us.  There  has  been  no  ro^e  important 
criminal  trial  in  all  history.  Certainly  we  are  not  a 
Senate  or  a  House  of  Peers  met  for  the  impeachment  of  a 
Verrus  or  a  Hastings,  but  a  court  of  plain  men  selected 
from  the  superior  courts  of  our  respective  co’ontries. 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  accused  before  us 
were  no  were  provincial  rovernors,  but  for  wore  than  a 
decade  were  the  leaders  of  Japan  at  the  height  of  her 
power  and  prosperity.  They  Include  former  prime  min¬ 
isters,  foreign  ministers,  finance  ministers,  chiefs 
of  staff,  and  others  v.’ho  have  filled  the  highest 
places  in  the  governm.ent  of  Japan. 

The  crimes  alleged  are  crimes  against  the 
peace  of  the  world,  against  the  laws  of  war,  and 
against  humanity,  and  conspiracy  to  commit  these 
crimes.  They  are  so  rany  and  so  great  that  it  was  de¬ 
cided  the  appropriate  forum-  would  be  a  military  tri¬ 
bunal  of  an  international  character,  namely,  a  tribunal 
comprised  of  the  representatives  of  the  Allied  powers 
that  defeated  Japan. 

vVhile  the  former  high  rank  of  the  accused  of 
itself  entitles  them  to  no  greater  consideration  than 
would  be  extended  to  the  hum.blest  Japanese  private  or 
Korean  guard,  the  number’  and  quality  of  the  crimes 
charged  ensure  for  them  the  most  anxious  consideration 
by  the  Tribunal  of  the  evidence  that  will  be  adduced, 
and  also  the  nos'*’  careful  ascertainment  by  the  Tribunal 
of  the  law  applicable.  To  our  great  task  we  bring 
open  minds  both  on  the  facts  and  on  the  law. 

The  onus  will  be  on  the  prosecution  to 


e'^tablirh  guilt  beyond  reasonnble  doubt. 

The  Charter  under  which  this  Tribimal  has  been 
constituted  enjoins  a  fair  and  a  prompt  trial,  ’Ye  shall 
conduct  our  proceedings  v/ith  the  utmost  expedition  con¬ 
sistent  ’7ith  justice  to  the  accused,  3ut  the  necessity 
to  conduct  the  trial  in  two  languages  renders  it  inevit¬ 
able  that  the  trial  should  be  protracted, 

■■’e  propose  to  call  before  us  in  chambers  at 
an  early  date  counsel  for  the  prosecution  and  for  the 
defens.e  •/ith  a  viev;  to  shortening  the  proceedings  by 
agreement  on  the  admission  of  documents  and  facts  as 
to  v;hich  there  could  bo  no  real  contest, 
r.r.

"In  the  years  hereinafter  referred  to  in  this 
Indiotrent  the  internal  and  foreign  policies  of  Japan 
were  doninated  and  directed  by  a  crir.inal  militaristic 
clique,  and  such  policies  were  the  cause  of  serious 
world  troubles,  aggressive  v/ars,  and  great  damage  to 
the  interests  of  peace-loving  peoples,  as  well  as  the 
interests  of  the  Japanese  people  themselves. 

"The  mind  of  the  Japanese  people  was  systeir- 
atically  poisoned  -.vith  harmful  ideas  of  the  alleged 
racial  superiority  of  Japan  over  other  peoples  of  Asia 
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and  even  of  the  whole  world.  Such  parliamentary  insti¬ 
tutions  as  existed  in  Japan  were  used  as  implements  for 
widespread  aggression,  and  a  system  similar  to  those 
then  established  by  Hitler  and  the  Nazi  party  in  Ger¬ 
many  and  by  the  Fascist  party  in  Italy  was  introduced. 
The  economic  and  financial  resources  of  Japan  were  to 
a  large  extent  mobilized  for  war  air.s,  to  the  detri- 
m.ent  of  the  v/elfare  of  the  Japanese  paople. 

•'/i  conspiracy  between  the  defendants,  joined 
in  by  the  rulers  of  other  aggressi/e  countries,  namely, 
Nazi  Germany  and  Fascist  Italy,  was  entered  into.  The 
r.ain  objects  of  this  conspiracy  was  to  secure  the  dora- 
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ination  and  exploitation  by  the  aggressive  States  of 
the  rest  of  the  world,  end  to  this  end  to  com.r.it,  or 
encourage  the  commission  of  crimes  against  peace,  war 
crimes,  and  crim.es  against  hiar.anity  as  defined  in  the 
Charter  of  this  Tribunal,  thus  threatening  and  injuring 
the  basic  principles  of  liberty  and  respect  for  the 
hur,an  personality. 
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"In  the  promotion  and  accomplishm.ent  of  that 
scheme,  these  defendants,  taking  advantage  of  their 
power  and  their  official  positions  and  their  ovm  per¬ 
sonal  prestige  and  influence,  intended  to  and  did  plan, 
prepare,  initiate,  or  wage  aggressive  v/ar  against  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  Republic  of  China,  the 


United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland, 
the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics,  the  Coirmon- 
v/ealth  of  Australia,  Canada,  the  Republic  of  France, 
the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands,  New  Zealand,  India, 
the  Cormonwealth  of  the  Philippines,  and  other  peace¬ 
ful  nations,  in  violation  of  international  lav/,  as 
v'ell  as  in  violation  of  sacred  treaty  comiritments ,

"Persons  on  the  high  seas"  are  not  "kaijo  hyoryu-sha." 
It  is  sor.ething  quite  different.  As  a  m.an  who  knows 
som.ething  of  the  English  language  as  well  as  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  accused,  I  should  also  like  to  state  that 
there  are  in  the  Japanese  text  a  nur.ber  of  obvious 
errors  and  inaccuracies  of  a  substantial  character.
